CONGRESS OF NATIONS, 
PETITIONS ON THE SuBsECcT. 

The American Peace Society has froin its origin 
expected war to be done away by the introduction 
of substituies that shall supersede its long-sup- 
posed necessity. Such a substitute, or bundle of 
substitutes, we propose in a Congress of Nations ; 
by which we mean, first, a grend Convention of 
the civilized world, or such of its nations as can 
be brought into the measure, to settle the Law of 
-Vations ; and next, .4 High Court of .Nations, or 
Board of International Arbitrators, to interpret 
and apply that law, and decide whatever disputes 
might be referred to it by the parties concerned. 

will not now present the details of this plan, 
or any argument in its favor, but simply state what 
has already been done, and what needs still to be 
done, for its furtherance. It can of course be car- 
ried into effect only by the agency of rulers ; aud 
its friends therefore brought it first before the Leg- 
islature of Massachusetts, and next before Con- 
gress, and several other State Legislatures. 
Massachusetts Legislature, with almost entire 
unanimity, passed strong resolves in its favor; 
and Congress treated it with an unexpected degree 
of respect, and caused an able report on the first 
petitions to be printed. This was in 1838-1), since 
which time petitions have been presented anew ; 
and the subject, having been, by the extreme 
pressure of other matter laid on the table, now lies 
there to be taken up whenever the voice of the 
people shall call loud enough for it. 

Under these circumstances, we wish the friends 
of their country and their species to join us in re- 
hewing the request, that our Government will 
take hold of the subject, and bring it before other 
Christian nations, in the hope of ultimately uniting 
them all under some system, very like our own 
codes and courts of law, for the regulation of their 
intercourse, and the settlement of ali their dis- 
putes, without a resort to arins,

No cause can prosper without having its claine 
spread before the community ; and the press, as 
achannel of communication with the public, is 
indispensable to the full success, or rapid pro- 
gress of any enterprise like that of Peace. An 
engine of vast moral power, it ought to be made 
& pioneer or an auxiliary to every cause that de- 
serves our support; and to all such it has lent 
its aid more or less, and thus contributed not a 
little to the with which most of them 
rave been crowned,

But the cause of Peace, more perhaps than 
any other, has ever been the foster child of the 
press. Unlike most enterprises of the kind, it 
started not from the pulpit, but from the press, 
and though the former soon came to its aid, and 
is now its chief ally, the latter has been from 
the first its main advocate. It was only through 
the press that the venerable Worcester, the pi- 
oneer of this cause in modern tines, spoke to the 
public in its behalf; and its late lamented cham- 
pion, William Ladd, began his career by wri- 
ting for religious newspapers, and probably did 
in this way far more than in all others to en- 
lighten and rouse the Christian community.— 
The cause of pence is deeply indebted to half a 
score or more of religious papers that I could 


name, for a willing and effective advocacy of its | 


claims.

Search the columns 
of our religious newspapers for the last twenty or 
even ten years, and you will probably find on 
the subject of peuce scarce a tithe of what you 
will on missions, or temperance, or any of the 
great enterprises now before the community. : 

I think there are many reasons why our reli- 
gious newspapers through the Jand should pub- 
lish vastly more on this subject; and I beg leave 
to lay some of these reasons before your readers, 
as incentives to further inquiry on their part, 
and as your own justification, should any be de- 
sired in complying with our request for a place 
in your columns. 

The religious press is the most proper, most con- 
venient, and most effective vehicle of communication 
with the public on such a subject. It is the 
moral pilot of the age, and ought to guide and 
stimulate the religious community in all enter- 
prises of the kind. It reaches in every neigh- 
borhood a select number of intelligent, right- 
minded men; the very persons that act as 
main springs in every enterprise of benevolence 
or reform; the only menon whom we can rely 
for the co-operation indispensable to the success 
of our cause. Such men must aid it, or it never 
can succeed; and the religious press, searching 
out these men in every nook and corner of the 
land, is just the agent needed to carry its claims 
home to their firesides and bosoms. 

In no other way can this be done. We cannot 
send an agent to one place in fifty; and, if we 
had a periodical of our own, with a circulation 
of one hundred thousand copies, we should not 
even then reach more than one person in a hun- 
dred of those who ought to be addressed. The 
religious press, connected with every denomina- 
tion of Christians, and scattering its weekly im- 
pressions in every city, town and village, in every 
hamlet and neighborhood, is the only organ that 
can bring the claims of this common cause at

it fully before their readers, they would do! 
much to supersede the necessity of lectures and | 
publications devoted exclusively to the subject. | 
This consideration is beginning to be felt; for 
we have heard hundreds of good ie insist, 
thatall such objects, instend of having each a 
periodical of its own, ought to find a place ade-} 
quate to their wants in the religious papers of 
the day. 

Such a course would obviate not a few of the | 
evils to which reforms are liable. Ut you eulight- 
en only one man inten or a hundred, you will 
probably make him a hot and desperate radical, | 
and push all the rest into a bigoted, irreclaima- 
ble conservatism. Long enough has the pen-

A letter from Broosa, under date of October 
the 7th, says :—* Mr. wishes you to send by 
the first opportunity thirty copies more of the Pen- 
tateuch. ‘There are now no more on hand, and 
there are still demands for it. The Armenian 
bishop has seen it, and spoke well of it. He was 
told that you translated it. To this he made no 
reply ; but soon remarked that whoever wished 
might buy and read it. Eight copies of the Pen- 
tateuch, and eighteen of the Child’s Book on the 
Soul, were carried on Saturday last to a distant 
village by an Armenian priest, to let the people 
in that region see what books could be sent to 
them, if more were desired.” 

In view of such facts as these, who does not 
see that thousands in this field of our labors are 
looking to us, and through us to you, for the Sa- 
cred Scriptures? Yes, they are looking; they 
are awaking from their long lethargy, and begin- 
ning to inquire for themselves, What is truth? 
And though a still greater number continue to 
sleep on, we confidently hope the time is not far 
distant when the influence of divine truth will 
reach and arouse themalso. God is plainly mak- 
ing use of various means to hasten this event. 
Political movements favor it. Steam navigation 
is rapidly extending, and in a thousand ways fa- 
cilitating the dissemination of divine truth. Let 
not, then, the great and noble work in which your 
Society is engaged here be hindered. We need 
not speak of other branches of your labor; but 
we do say that now is emphatically the time to 
give this people the word of life as speedily as 
possible; for Providence seems plainly to show 
us that these lands, where the light of revelation 
tirst shone, will not be among the last to be illu- 
Minated by it again.

LETTER FROM OUR AGENT FOR 'THE 
LEVANT. 
Pest, (Hungary,) July 20, Im11. 

My Dear Brother,—I wrote you before I left 
Paris, and forwarded the letter via England. I 
left Paris on the 15th June, and reached Vienna 
onthe 26th, T remained longer than I lad in- 
tended in Paris, but I do not regret the delay, as 
I thus had the opportunity of gathering up a good 
deal of information which will be of use to me 
hereafter. 

My journey to Vienna was a prosperous one 5 
the Lord went before me, and made plain my 
path. [spent nearly three weeks in Vienna with 
brother Schauffler. I found him in good iealth 
and spirits, and going on without hinderance with 
the printing of the Hebrew Spanish Old Testa- 
ment. He has got through the press an edition 
of the Pentateuch in a small form, intended prin- 
cipally forthe use of Jewish schools. We had 
while Twas with him a quantity of those bound, 
and [ am taking them with me to Constantinople. 
We have great confidence that we shall find a 
ready sale for them. The Old Testament ina 
large form, is nearly half done, and we expect that 
the whole work will be completed at Jeast ina 
year from this time. We had thought of binding 
the Old Testament in two volumes, but we find 
that it will not be a cumbrous 
one. The Chief Rabbi at Constantinople 
sent us a very warm recommendation of the 
work, which will be printed in the form ofa pre- 
fice. This of course wil! disarm the Jews every-

I spent two days at Stuttgart, the capital of 
Wurtemburg. While there I visited the Secre- 
tary of the Wurtemburg Bible Society, and found 
him heartily engaged in the good cause. The 
principal object of the Society is to furnish Scrip- 
tures for their own kingdom, though a good many 
copies get abroad into the neighboring Duchy of 
Baden. Wurtemburg is sometimes called the 
Judea of Germany, and justly. There is there a 
substantial body of pious and devoted Christians. 
Most of the benevolent operations of the Germans 
find their support in Wurtemburg, and from that 
little kingdom most of the German foreign mis- 
sionaries go forth. There ought to be an efficient 
Society in Bavaria, through which the scattered 
protestants in Austria might be reached with the 
word of life. Concerning this latter country 
I may say something hereafter. I hope we shall be 
enabled to do something for it. Here is Hungary 
too, in the ancient capital of which I am staying 
afew days; something more must be done for 
Hungary. The field is indeed a great one, and 
it isripe for the harvest. An immense work re- 
mains to be done in the heart of Kurope, in these 
very countries where protestantisim once had its 
champions. What a blight does Roimanism everv- 
where carry with it! Well, let us cird ourse 
anew to the Let us seatter abroad 
with renewed zeal and prayerfulness the good 
seed of the word, and He, whose alone it is to 
bless, will not withhold the blessing, I leave, 
God willing, to morrow :norning, for Constantino- 
ple, inthe steamer, and hope to reach there next 
week, I shall write you fully hereafter.
